Miner's Representatives Interview 
Premier Sifton at Edmonton—Ex- 
perienced Men Will be Chosen to 
Make a Thorough Investigation 
into the Cause of the Recent Ex-,

Edmonton.—A_ conference was held 
at the government offices between 
Premier Siiton and Atiorney-General 
Marshall, and representatives of the, 
miners and operators regarding an in-, 
vestigation into the recent mining 
disaster at Bellevue. | 

There were present besides the 
members of the government Clement 
Stubbs and A. J, Carter, of the 
Miners’ union; O’Brien, M.P.P.; J. 
S. Mackie, barrister, and Crown, 
Prosecutor Campbell, O, M, Biggar, 
representing the operators, was unable 
to be present. | 

It was decided that a new jury be 
empaneled and the premier expressed 
the opinion that experienced men, 
neither dependent on operators or 
miners, should be secured, even if 
they were taken from the Crow's Nest 
or some other mining district. 

The premier would not commit him- 
self as to his future action after the 
verdict of the jury was brought in, 
but he indicatetd that if the coroner's 
jury were not satisfactory in estab- 
lishing the cause of the two recent ex- 
plosions then future investigation 
would be made. He stated emphati- 
cally, however, that he would not al- 
low this mine to be open until it had 
been proved to be free from other 
than ordinary danger. 

In pointing out that it would not be 
proper to appoint a commission of in- 
vestigation as asked for before the in- 
quest. Mr. Sifton explained that the 
coroner’s jury was part of the crimin- 
al law, and to supersede it by an- 
other method of inquiry would be in- 
terfering with the functions it was 
given under the criminal code, 

Attorney General Mitchell took the 
same view and informed the deputa- 
tion that he would also instruct the 
crown attorney to discharge the old 
jury and select another of the nature 
outlined by the premier. 

Miners’ representatives afterwards 
expressed themselves as satisfied that 
the course outlined by the premier 
was correct. 

They would have lked, however, to 
have the government state definitely 
what course of action would be taken 
at the end of the inquiry.

SPAIN REBUKES THE VATICAN 


The Cortes Pass the Famous ‘'Pad- 
lock” Bill by a Very Large 
Majority 
Madrid.—After a desperate attempt 
on the part of Carlists to impede its} 
consideration, the Cortes recently 

“Padlock _ bill,” 
which practically separates the ohursh| 
and state and restricts the establish- | 
ment of religious organizations of var- 
ious sects. This is a notable victory 
for Premier Canalejas, obtained after 
a bitter fight. 

As originally drawn the bill prohi- 
bited the creation of further religious 
establishments in the country until the 
revision of the Concordat had been 
completed or definite laws on the sub- 
ject passed. i 

In the senate the government ac-| 
cepted the amendment of Maron Sae- 
relio, limiting the period of interdic- 
tion against new congregations to two 
years. The senate passed the measure 
on November 4, the vote being 149 to 
68. The majority in the upper cham-| 
ber was greater than had been antici- 
pated. Its passage in the lower house 
had been expected. 

The objection to the measure by the 
Holy See was based on the conten- 
tion that whereas negotiations were 
under way for the revision of the Con. 
cordat of 1851, Spain could not in 
good faith adopt any legislation ad- 
versely affecting the cong. egations | 
until these negotiations had been con-| 
cluded. It was claimed that in the 
meantime the status quo was main- 
tained.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xii, 1-24. 
Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden 
Text, Prov. xiii, 20—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns.. 


Our last lesson in regular Old Testa- 
ment studies was in December, 1908, 
and in connection with the dedication 
of the temple, and we asked special 
attention to the fact that the desire of 
the Lord was that through Israel and 
the temple all the people of the earth 
might know the Lord as the only God 
and put their trust in Him (1 Kings 
| viii, 43-60). It is the eternal purpose 
of God that all nations shall yet know 
Him through Israel and worship Him 
(Jer, iii, 17), and this was foreshad- 
owed in the days of Solomon, when 
not only the queen of Sheba, but all 
the earth, sought to hear the wisdom 
jf God through Solomon and brought 
Him gifts (1 Kings x, 1, 10, 24, 25). 
There” was another foreshadowing 
|When the wise men from the East 
brought their treasures to Jesus as 
an infant and worshipped Him as the 
King of the Jews (Matt. ii, 1, 2, 17). 

Perhaps the deceitfulness and des- 
perate wickedness of the heart were 
| never more manifest thun in Solomon, 
of whom it is written: “There was no 


king like him who was beloved of his 
od, * * ®* Nevertheless even him 
did outlandish women cause to sin” 


| (Neh. xiii, 26). His wives turned 
jaway his heart after their gods; and 
|therefore all the kingdom was taken 
from him except the tribes of Judah 
and Benjamin (1 Kings xi, 9-13), for 
Jerusalem’s sake, the city which He 
hath chosen, and for the sake of 
David, His chosen servant. 

Canon Fausset thinks that the Song 
of Solomon represents his first love to 
Jehovah in youth, Proverbs his ma- 
tured experience in middle age and 
Ecclesiastics the sad retrospect of old 
age, the latter giving probable evi- 
dence of his repentance. As to his son 
and successor, it may be that Solomon 
had him in mind when he wrote, 
“Who knoweth whether the man that 
shall be after me shall be a wise man 
or a fool? Keel. ii, 18, 19; Ps. xxxix, 
6, is always true of those who gather 
riches, “He heapeth up riches and 
| knoweth not who shall gather them,” 
|. The way of man is not in himself. 
It is not in man that walketh to direct 
his steps (Jer, x, 23), but the counsel 
of the Lord will stand, and He will do 
all His pleasure (Isa, xlvi, 10). Al- 
though all Israel came to Shechem to 
make Rehoboam king, the Lord had 
purposed otherwise because of Solo- 
mon’s sin, When the ten tribes re- 
| volted under Jeroboam because of Re- 
hoboam’s threats of increased oppres- 
sion by the advice of his young men 
and Rehoboam gathered Judah and 
Benjamin to fight against Isracl and 
Heine, the kingdom back to himself, 
the Lord sent His*messenger to forbid 
| Judah to fight against Israel and said, 
“Return every man to his house, for 
this thing is from me” (verses 21-24). 
It is also written in verse 15 of our 
lesson that the king hearkened not 
unto the people, for the cause was 
from the Lord, that He mght perform 
His saying which the Lord spake by 
Abijah. Had the king listened to the 
counsel of the old men who stood be- 
fore Solomon, his father, while he yet 
jlived (verses 6, 7) the kingdom might 
‘have remaned united, but it was not 
so to be. 

Rehoboam therefore strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem and reigned sev- 
enteen years in the city which the 
Lord had chosen. The priests and 
Levites in all Israel, being cast off by 
Jeroboam, resorted to him, as did also 
some out of all the tribes of Israel 
who set their hearts to seek the Lord 
God of Israel and therefore came to 
Jerusalem to sacrifice unto the Lord 
God of their fathers (II Chron. xi, 
13-16; xii, 13-14). Yet Rehoboam did 
evil and prepared not his heart to 
seek the Lord. When we remember 
that those who sit on the throne of 
the Lord as his representative (I 
Chron. xxix, 23) it makes their dis- 
jobedience and misrepresentation of 
| Him seem all the worse. 

But what shall be said of us who 
are redeemed with the precious blood 
of Jesus Christ and who are here to 
{represent Him and make His life 
manifest in these mortal bodies if we, 
instead of being separate and given 
wholly up to Him and filled with His 
| spirit, become conformed to this evil 
jage and walk in fellowship with it? 
| As to the Lord working out His pur- 
| poses in spite of people, good or bad, 
jsee how He defeated the counsel of 
| Ahithophel by the counsel of Hushai, 
| the friend of David (II Sam. xvii, 14), 
| We are on our way to a kingdom ot 
{peace and righteousness on this earth, 
{when the Son of David shall sit on 
the throne of His father at Jerusalem 
jand reign not enly as King of Israel, 
but as King of kings and Lord of 
jlords, We are offered a place with 
Him in His throne and to reign with 
Him (Rey. iii, 21; v, 9, 10); but, while 
our redemption, provided at infiinite 
cost, is free to us and wholly of grace, 
our position in His kingdom will de- 
pend upon our faithfulness here, 

The twelve apostles are to occupy 
twelve thrones with Him when He 
shall reign as King of Israel, but the 
privilege of the church, His body, 
shall be much greater, even as His 
| bride, the true Adam and Eve over all 
the earth (Luke xxii, 29, 30; Col. 
iii, 4).

Crippen’s Captor Retires After Twen- | 


ty-Five Years on the!Force. | 


A London despatch says: As ‘rm |

the principal detective tigure in tir 
{ important criminal cases in the law | 
j twenty-five years, is to retire trom , 
| Scotland Yard on Dee. 6. | 

“I have had nearly twenty-nire | 
years of it, and that’s enough for 9 
young man,” he said. “But I feel 
far too young to give up work alte- 
gether, and after my retiremeat 1 
shall start as a private enquiry agent. 
I am not resigning in consequence of 
any attacks that were made on me io 
certuin quarters at the beginning of 
the rita el case,” 

Chief Inspector Dew is eal forty- 
seven years old. He was barely nine- 
teen when he joined the Metropolitan 
Police Force, where he won early pro- 
motion, 

He was one of the detectives in 
vestigating the series of Jack the Rip- 
per crimes, and it was for his energy 
in this work that he was given the 
tank of detective sergeunt. He rose 
rapidly, and became inspector at Bow 
street, which led to his gaining the 
post of chief inspector four years ayo 
in succession to Mr. Froest. 

His career has been one long, ad- 
venturous criminal hunt, and it is 
noteworthy that though he had to 
deal with many dangerous men he 
never carried a revolver until the hunt 
after Crippen, and has only nsed 
handcuffs about three times. 

Among the people he arrested re- 
cently are:— 

Miss Robinson and Miss Hamilton, 
witnesses in the Druce case. 

“Harry the Valet,” the expert jewel 
thief, who stole $100,000 worth of jew- 
els from the Duchess of Sutherland. 

Conrad Harms, the bank swindler 

Dr. Crippen. 

These are only the more striking 
cases, but there have been hundred: 
of minor arrests, and latterly Mr 
Dew, entrusted with some special in- 
quiries for the War Office, with re 
gard to stolen cartridges, ran the 
thief to earth. 

All the important investigation- 
came his way; he frequently had to 
leave for the continent at a momeiit’s 
notice to secure the arrest of some 
international swindler,

Report. of Annual Meeting 


The 93rd annual general meeting 
of the shareholders of the Bank of 
Montreal was held on December 5th, 


with Mr. R. B. Angus, the president, | 


in the chair, The annual statement 
submitted was one of the best in the 
history of this financial institution.

THE BOW VALLEY CALL. 


‘PIONEER LEGISLATORS 


ONTARIO'S EARLY LAW-MAKERS 
HAD NO EASY TASK. 


Detroit Was Represented In the First 
Upper Canada Parliament — First 
Bye-Election Was Because Quaker 

_ Refused Oath of Office — Marriage 

» Relation and Negro Slavery Were 
the Big Problems. 


It was at Kingston that John Graves 
Bimcoe, the first Lieutenant-Governor 
of Upper Canada, in the early part 
of the summer of 1792 organized the 
first Government of that province. 
From his temporary offices in a small, 
low dwelling-house on Queen street, 
Toronto, and which is still standing, 
Bimcoe appointed his legislutive coun. 
cillors and selected the meuibers of 
his Executive Council or Cabinet, 
divided the province into electoral 
districts, which were to return the 
members of the House of Assembly, 
and issued tie proclamation calling 
the elections. 

The proclamation was printed in 
Montreal by Fleury Mcsplet, who was 
the first printer in this part of Can- 
ada, having been brougitt to Mont- 


real from Philadelphia in 1776 by 
Benjamin Franklin, when he came 
with the two other commissioners 


from Congress to win the Canadiays 
to the side of t'se Revolution, 

Having failed in their mission the 
commissioners returned home, but 
their printer, Fleury Mesplet, remain- 
ed, and sixteen years ‘ater he ia 
found printing royal proclamations for 
| Simcoe, calling upon the pioneer yco- 
men of Upper Canada to choose their 
representatives in the first Logisla- 
tive Assembly of that province. 

In due time the elections were held, 
when sixteen members were returned 
--the full number provided by the 
| Constitutional Act. It is a fact worthy 
of note that a man na@«d Francis 
Baby was returned to this first Par- 
liament as the representative of the 
Detroit district, ‘that port and settle- 
ment having not then passed from 
under British control.” One member- 
elect was not seated—Philip Dorla .d 
of Prince Edward and Adolphustown, 
who, being a Quaker, refused to take 
the oath of office. 

A new election—the first bye-elec- 
tion in Canada—was held, at which 
| Peter Van Alstine was returned. 

On Sept. 17, 7192, this first Legis. 
lature of Upper Canada assembled at 
| Newark—the Niagara of to-day—in 
the Freemasons’ Hall, At noon, Sim- 
ooe, accompanied by a guard of honor, 
came down to the Hall, attended by 
as much pomp as the frontier capital 
ould supply, and read the speech 
from the fact alone that it was ‘the 
first utterance of a British governor 
@ssembled under a free constitution. * 

Those early Upper Canadian legis- 
lators did not dully over their work. 
for the first session lasted barely o 
month, the Houses being prorogued 
en Oftober 15. Eight acts were passed 
and assented to by Simcoe fn the 
King’s name. They established trial 
‘by jury, fixed the toll for milling at 
one-twelfth, substituted British law 
for the ancient laws of Canada, and 
made provision for a court-house in 
each of the four judicial districts into 
which the province was divided. 

With respect to one matter a clash 
occurred between the two branches of 
the Legislature, the cause, as might 
be expected, being that every prolific 
source of trouble for governments and 
parliaments—taxation, The Assembly 
passed a measure to tax wines and 
| spirits, but it was thrown out by the 
Council. 

On the other hand, the Assembly 
viewed with disfavor a proposal to 
| tax land, 

The second session, which was held 
in the Barracks or Navy Hall, a long, 
low wooden building which is titi 
standing, was devoted to several very 
important and pressing matters, and 
| the manner in which they were dealt 
with is proof of the industry, breadth 
of view, and high sense of public duty 
possessed by these early legislators. 

The most serious question of the 
day to the settlers was that of the mar- 
riage relation, During the early years 
of the settlements there had been no 
ministers of religion in the country 
west of Montreal, and the marriage 
ceremony had been performed by mili- 
tary officers in command of posts, 
and later by justices of the peace, 
A carefully preparsd report on the 
matter had been drawn up by the 
| Hon. Richard Cartwright, jr., a mem- 
| ber of the Legislative Council, and 
the grandfather of Sir Richard Cart- 
wright of to-day. 

The report found “that the mar- 
riages of the generality of the inhabi- 
tants of Upper Canada are not valid 
in law.”’ By an act passed during 
the second session these marriages, 
contracted irregularly and without a 
minister of religion, because none was 
available, were made legally binding. 
The act ulso provided that for the fu- 
ture the cerssneny could be performed 
by a justice of the peace, if the con- 
tracting parties were eighteen miles 
from a clergyman, 

At this session was also laid the 
foundation of municipal government. 
| Township councils were created, and 
‘ although but small powers were given 
te them, their meetings ‘formed the 
training-school of politicians.” Among 
the other important acts of this se- 
cond session were one to encourage 
the destruction of wolves and bears, 
one providing for the maintenance of 
roads, and one to prevent the intro- 
duction of negro slaves. 

A number of these slaves were al- 
ready in the province, most of them 
having been brought in by the In- 
dians, who, in their raids into Amer- 
| ican territory during the War of the 
| Revolution, had captured them from 

farmers there. From the Indians they 
| had been purchased at small price, 
although t.cir value to the Canadian 

joneers was very considerable, ow. 
| Ing to the arduous condition of labor 
| jn the new country and the general 
scarcity of laborers.

ONTARIO'S GAS WELLS. 


They Are a Source of Great Revenue 
to Farmers Along Lake Erie. 


A man driving along the shore of 
Lake Erie, in that somewhat inaccess- 
ible region adjacent to Selkirk in Hal- 
dimand County, comes upon some ob- 
jects set out in the lake that suggest 
defences against some future foreign 
invader. One’s mind turns at once to 
Fenian raids and perhaps to a query 
whether defences of this sort are not 
contrary to the provisions of the Rush- 
Bagot treaty. The apparent defences 
are concrete arrangements with re- 
cesses on the land side and a circular 
front sloping toward the top, facin; 
Uncle Sam's country. A_ series o' 
Lynd and valves adds to the mystery. 

nquiry, however, shows that the 
“round towers’ are no more nor less 
than the covers of natural gas wells 
sunk in Lake Erie to secure the pre- 
cious fuel and lighting material for 
large Canadian cities and towns many 
miles away. The fields hereabouts are 
studded with wells from which the 
farmers often reap large rentals, but 
the four competing companies were 
not content with land operations and 
last winter began boring under Lake 
Erie, They met with the same success 
as on land, and at a depth of about 
800 feet secured a good flow, though 
naturally varying in different wells. 

The drilling operations for the wells 
farthest in the luke were carried on 
during the winter, with the apenas 
standing on the ice, for Lake FKrie, 
being shallow, is frozen for some di:- 
tance out during the cold weather. 
The workmen found it a cold job, for 
the winds that swept over the ice 
fields did not suggest proximity to any 
banana belt. Since then the opern- 
tions have been extended and several 
lake wells are now being sunk, The

oil by drilling still deeper, and later 
on it is proposed to make the experi- 
ment.

Most ot 
the houses are old and weather-stain 
ed from a half century's storms from 
tumultuous Luke Erie. Gas lighting 
and fuel, pianos and top buggies now 
a the arrival of a heppler day. 

he upper works of wells appear in 
the grain fields every few yards, and 
the farmer as he circles around them 
with his binder is only solaced by 
the large rental which he derives from 
a good producing well. One man in 
deed has an automobile for himself 
and for each of his two sons, the 
fruits, it is said, of the natural gax 
well on his property. 


Improving the Quality of Seeds. 
Recent bluebook reports show the 
result of a test made last year by the 
Seed Commissioner’s Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture of seed 
corn, field root, and garden seeds sold 
in Canada, As everyone knows, most 
arden seeds are sold in sealed enve- 
opes, and hitherto there has been 
no guarantee to the purchaser of the 
percentage of these seeds that would 
germinate. The inspectors who en- 
force the Seed Control Act bought 
2,527 samples of seed exposed for sule 
by retailers and wholesalers all over 
Canada, and these were sent to the 
Seed Laboratory for testing, with the 
results already mentioned. The Seed 
Control Act sets up a standard that 
certain classes of seeds offered for 
sale must be capable of germinating 
in the proportion of at least two- 
thirds of the standard recognized for 
good seed of the kind. If the seed 
comes below this standard, the pack- 
age must be marked according to the 
percentage of germination, so that 
the buyer may know for what he is 
paying. The value of this act to the 
agriculturist is obvious, The act 
furthermore provides that seedsmen 
and dealers may be prosecuted for not 
complying with its requirements. A 
further test was made last May in 
which 752 samples of garden seeds 
wera examined, and the examination 
shows that about 11 per cent. were be- 
low the standard. This is an improve. 
ment of 7 per cent. over last year’s 
test, and shows that the Seed Con- 
Rol Ach has commenced its beneficent 
work,

tion Commissioner in London, says 
that the pressure upon the correspon- 
dence department is so great—though 
it is the wihter season—that he has 
had to take additional office room near 
his headquarters in Charing Cross. 

From Scotland we hear that 30,000 
of the very best type of agricultural 
laborers are expected to go to Canada 
next year, and traveling lecturers and 
officials of the Commonwealth as well 
as of the Dominion are busy urging 
the claims of their respective areas. 
The Outlook in alluding to this mat- 
ter says: 

The latest statistics of Canadian 
immigration will be disquieting to 
anyone who has faith in a genuine 
revival of British agriculture. Scot 
land, especially, is being drained of 
all the best elements in its rural popu 
lation. Formerly the man who could 
not get on at home drifted to the 
colonies in search of a situation, Now 
it is the small farmer with capital 
who is seizing the wider opportunity 
for investment offered by the Dom 
inion.” 

There is a volume of enquiry 
through the educational departments 
in London from school teachers who 
are dissatisfied with their prospects 
here, and who want to ascertain just 
how far they would be welcomed in 
Canada, and to what extent their cer- 
tificates will be recognized. It is esti- 
mated that to produce a teacher costs 
the state $1,000 at least, and as there 
is a dearth of teachers in Canada, 
the argument is made that the Dom- 
inion would be making a good bar 
gain even if it had to pay the fares 
of the English teachers, many of whom 
are in poor circumstances, 

The statement of a Toronto paper, | 
in London papers that 
teachers are starving in Englan}, 
while Ontario needs them, and that 
the London staff of the Ontario Gov- 
ernment might find useful occupation | 
in striking the balance has occasioned | 
comment, and resulted in many en- 
quiries being made. The agent gen |

FOUNDED THE Y.M.C.A. 


In His Efforts to Improve the Condi- 
tion of the Young Men With Whom 
He Worked He Conceived the Idea 
of the Young Men's Christian As- 
soclation—Was Knighted by Queen 
Victoria for His Work. 

The origin ot the Y. M. C. A. is un- 
known to many people in Canada. 
The history of the beginning is the 
history of the efforts of a young man 
in a drapery shop in London to bet- 


ter the condition of the other young 
men in the establishment where he

was employed and in other similar 
shops throughout the city. 

George Williams, upon whom the 
title of knighthood was later conferred 
by Queen Victoria for his great ser- 
vice to young men, was the founder, 
He began his life’s work among his 
associates when an apprentice in a 
drapery estublishment in Bridgewater, 
England. Later he went to London, 
where he entered the employ of the 
firm of George Hitchcock & Co, 
There he organized several of the 


| young men of the establishment into 


a little band that held meetings in 
the sleeping-rooms of the appren- 
tices and junior clerks. 

Later Mr. Hitchcock became an ar- 
dent supporter and a room was given 
them by the firm in which to hold the 
meetings. On the evening of June 6, 
1844, twelve men met, under the Ivad- 
ership of George Williams, in this 
room to consider the project of form- 
ing a ‘society for improving the spir- 
itual conditions of young men en-
